1. (Currently Amended) Take-apart picnic grill comprising: with 
two hollow profiles adapted to be disposed parallel to each 

other, which are connected by 

a plurality of rods (3, 10) to connect the two hollow 
profile s so as to form a grilling surface, and characteri z ed in 

the hollow profiles including first and second tubes 
respect ively, each with a diameter ar e tubes (1,2) , the diameter 
of the fir st tube being one of which is sufficiently larger than 
the diameter of the second tube other to allow the second tube 
with the smaller diameter to be inserted inside the first tube 
with the larger diameter for transport purposes. 

2. (Currently Amended) The picnic grill of claim 1, wherein 
characterised in LhaL the second tube with the smaller diameter 
has an inner diameter which is sized in such a way as to 
accommodate all the other parts of the grill. 
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3. (Currently Amended) The picnic grill of claim 1 oi- 2 , 
wherein: c hara c tei ' ised in that 

one of the tubes has holes in the a side facing the 

other tube to accommodate one end of the rods -(-3^ serving as the 
grilling surface, and in that in the 

a top quarter of the a circumference of the other tube 
facing the opposite one tube has there are slots -iSj- to match the 
number of holes for accommodating the other opposite ends of the 
rods . 

4. (Currently Amended) The picnic grill of claim 1 or 2 , 
wherein ; characterized in that 

one of tubes (1,2) has holes -(M- in the a side facing the 
other tube to accommodate one end of the rods which form the 

grilling surface, and in that in 

the other tube includes : there is 

an unbroken longitudinal slit (18) on the a side facing 
the first one tube, and 

slots in one edge of the slit whi c h there are slots 
(19) in which to place the other opposite ends of rods -f3-)-. 

5. (Currently Amended) The picnic grill of claim 1 or 2 , 
wherein characterised in that the a top quarter of the a 
circumference of both tubes is provided with slots on the a 
side facing the other tube. 
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6. (Currently Amended) The picnic grill of claim 1 o r 2 , 
wherein characterised in that in both tubes include th e r e is an 
unbroken longitudinal slit (18) in -the a' side facing the other 
tube, and in one e dg e o f whi c h there are slots (1 9 ) in one edge 
of the slit in which to place the rods -fr^. 

1. (Currently Amended) The picnic grill of claim 1, further 
comprising a notch on e of the preceding claims, — c haracteri z ed in 
that at the an end of one of the tubes there is a not c h (G) for 
cleaning the rods -ir^ which form the grilling surface. 

8. (Currently Amended) The picnic grill of one claim 1, o f the 
pr e ceding claims, — c haracterised in that further comprising caps 
for sealing both ends of the first tube with the larger diameter 
can be sealed off at both ends with caps . 

9. (Currently Amended) The picnic grill of one of claim 1. 
wherein claims 1 to 7, characterised in that the first tube with 
the larger diameter is sealed at one end and further comprising a 
cap for closing off the other end of the first tube is c losed off 
with a cap — (14) . 
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10. (Currently Amended) The picnic grill of claim 1. wherein one 
of the preceding claims, — characterised in that all the parts of 
the picnic grill according to th e inv e ntion are made from 
stainless steel. 

11. (Currently Amended) The picnic grill of claim 1, wherein one 
of th e p receding claims, chara c terised in that the tubes (1,2) 
each have a circle cylindrical cross section. 
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
